Washington, August 22.—(Special.)—T wo 
more Georgiaas will be heard from in the 
. silver debate in the house tomorrow. Mr. 
Turner has been booked for a speech short- 
ly after noon aud Judge Maddox will proba- 
bly be heard from at the evening session. 
jt is barely possible that Senator Gordon 
will deliver his silver speech in the senate 
tomorrow. Though Senator Gordon was 
at the serate a short time today, he is 
still very weak. 

Under an agreement reached late yester- 
day afternoon, debate in the house under 
the five minute rule will be had Thursday 
aud Friday. Saturday will be set apart 
for the continuation of the general debate. 

Cockran and Keed. 

Of course Saturday being the last day, 
will be the great day of the debate. Bourke 
Cockran and Tom Reed, who have been 
holding off for the last whack, have both 
been booked for that day and Mr. Bland 
will make another short speech in closing 
the debate. Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, 
the author of the pending repeal bill, has 
pot yet announced whether he expected to 
speak. Ile may, however,-come in under 
the five minute rule. ‘Tom Reed and 
Bourke Cockran will draw the audience of 
the week on Saturday. The vote will be 
taken on Monday in the house. It is con- 
sveded that all the free coinage propositions 
will be voted down by about thirty majori- 
ty and that the Wilson repeal bill will final- 
ly pass by more than fifty majority. 

Senator Voorhees Straddled. 

The event of today in congress was the 
speech of Senator Voorhees, of Indiana. 
The galleries were crowded to overflowing. 
Every seat on the floor was filled and mem- 


bers of the house occupied the space in the | 


rear of the seats. A great speech was ex- 
pected of the Indianian.: The uncondition- 
al repeal senators expected his eloquence to 
cause a stampede to them. Senator Voor- 
| hees read his speech but it was read with 
great oratorical effect. 1t was an eloquen: 
utterance, but as a great speech, it was 
voted by every one who heard it as a de- 
cided failure. He made a bad attempt at 

a straddle. He attempted to pitch a re- 

rers® curve but did it badly. He announc- 

ed- that his vote would’ be cast for uncon- 
ditional repeal and he spoke for free coin- 
age. 

Will Not Vote as He Argues. 

His vote, he announced, would be one way 
while his argument was entirely the other. 
And then he destroyed ‘the effect of what 
he did say upon the financial question, by 
ringing into his speech a long argument in 
favor of pensions and an attack upon those 
who are advocating a revision of the pen- 

list. On the whole, his speech was 
remarkable one. Neither the sil- 
yer men nor the anti-silver men were 
pleased. Of the two sides, hawever, the 
silver men feel best over it, for his argu- 
ment was all in favor of bimetallism. Cer- 
tainly it has had no tendency to weaken 
the silver enuse. 

Pr ibab!y a Compromise. 

As a matter of fact, everybody favors the 
immediate repeal of the Sherman law, but 
honest bimetallists are simply attempting 
to hold it over the anti-silverites to get free 
coinage or some sort of silver legislation. 
They do vot want silver ruled out as a

Senators Are Cantious. 

Though it is known that the silver men 
are in the majority in the senate, all ef- 
forts to poll that body have proven futile. 
Of the men who are avowed on one side 
or the other, there is a majority of ten or 
twelve for free coinage. But there are no 
less than a half dozen senators who are 
known to be bimetallists, but who will not 
define their exact positions on the pending 
question. Some of the free coinage lead- 
ers are a little annoyed at this condition 
of things. The result depends in a meas- 
ure upon the amount of. pressure brought 
to bear upon these waverers. Still, as mat- 
ters now stand, the free coinage men are 
in the majority and there is no good rea- 
son Why they should not hold it. A prom- 
inent free silver senator said to me tonight 
he feared the effect of Mr. Voorhces’s 
speech before it was made, but his views 
us expressed today have undoubtedly had 
fin opposite effect, though there are sev- 
eral senators who seem to be wavering in 
the balance. Free coinage will certainly 
go through the senate, though the major- 
ity will not be so large as has been pre- 
dicted by some of its over-confident friends.

form of u provision for the coinage of silver 
at the present ratio-or 16 to 1, under the same 
conditions to the coimage of gold, and uai- 
recting the coinage without unnecessary delay 
of tie silver bullion now in the treasury. 
It was referred to the finance committee as 
was also a bill introduced by Mr. Vetter, for 
the reduction of the salaries of all the gov- 
ernment officers grom $1,000 upwards, by 15 
and 2U per cent. 

Notices of speeches on the financial question 
were given by Mr. Stewart for tomorrow and 
by Mr. Vefler, for Thursday. 

Mr. Voorhees, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, then at 12:25 o’clock took the floor 
and addressed the senate in advocacy of the 
bill reported by him discontinuing the purchuse 
of silver bullion. ‘The speech had been pre- 
pared by him in advance and he delivered it 
from typewritten sheets. But it was spoken 
with all the energy and vehemence that Mr. 
Voorhees nas ever displayed in a speech be- 
fore the senate. From the first sentence he 
commanded the close and earnest attention 
of senators on both sides of the chamber, and 
of an unusually large audience in the galleries. 

He had not been speaking more than a quar- 
ter of an hour when he noticed Mr. Stewart 
rise as if to put a question or interpose a re- 
mark, and he prevented that by stating that 
he declined in advance to yield to any inter- 
ruptions, and that he would have to appeal to 
the chair for protection in his right to the 


oor. 

“You will have plenty of chanees at me.” 
he said, addressing the Nevada senator, "a 
will be a naked object here and will answer 
all questions. I hope I will have a little peace 
today for about an hour.”’ 

He rhen resumed the delivery of his speech, 
but had not made much further progress be- 
fore he was again interrupted, this time by 
an outburst of avplause in the galleries, fol- 
lowing an éncomium of President Cieveland.

r. Voorhees said that. while the calm, 
samaneal public opinion of a great majurity 
of the American people, irrespective of par- 
ties, had justified the action of the presi- 
dent in convening the extra session, the 
causes for the action were widely and dan- 
gerously misunderstood, and by certain class- 
es purposely misrepresented. Therefore, he 
deemed fitting a few words in explanation, 
spoken in no spirit of strife or controversy. 
Kor five months had gone up the voice of 
the prophet of financial evils; from the great 
money centers had eleminated cruel edicts con- 
tracting the currency anf resulting in panic. 
No gne believed there was a want of confi- 
dence in the government credit or in the 
stability of its currency. Notwithstanding 
the empty treasury left by the last adminis- 
tration and the recotd of a billion-doLar 
congress, the American credit was better 
today than that of any other country on 
the globe, and even cowardly capital seized 
upon our bonds with swift greed. Investors 
of capital complained that the administration 
had dectined to jssue at least $00,000,000 
more bonds. additional indebtedness, 
increasing the burdens of American labor, 
would be hailed witn the keenest delight 
and swept with avidity into unpatriotic vauits 
by the very parties who most loudly de- 
ciaimed against the government credit. There 
were many reasons why our credit should 
be stronger now than ever before. It rested 
on the absolute unity of purpose of the 
American people that it should be upheid. 


Not a Commercial Friend. 


Development of international resources, of 
wealth on farm, in factory, on the rivers, 
on the ocean borders, in the mountains and 
on the inland seas dwaféd into insignifi- 
eance the achievement of any other age, 
race or nation. Legislation had checked our 
foreign trade and we had not today a com- 
mereial. friend in the wor.d.

Sad Scenes from Morn to Night in Fever- 
Stricken Brunswick. | 


CITIZENS HURRYING AWAY ALL DAY 


Some Traveled on Foot, Others in 
Wagons, Many on Traius. 


STORES AND FACTORIES CLOSED. 


A Half Deserted Town—Mayor Tom Lamb 
Sticks by It—The Outlook More En- 
couraging—Other Fever News. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 22.—(Special.) 
This has been a dismal day in Brunswick 
and the people remaining here have endeav- 
ored to cheer those preparing to leave. 

Colonel Charles VP. Goodyear has been 
mingling constantly among the people en- 
deavoring to lessen their fright. He de- 
serves unstinted praise for his encouraging 
words to the panic-stricken. At 1 o'clock 
today this bulletin was issued: 

“The board of health from their investi- 
gation assure the public that up to this 
hour there are no further yellow fever 
cases. We find a remarkable scarcity of 
any fever cases, only one new case being 
reported and that not suspicious.” 

All the attorneys have signed an agree- 
ment not to take or bring any cases to 
trial in any of the county courts in the 
county before October, 30, 1893. The 
bankers have agreed to keep open between 
the hours of lla. m. andlp. m. Govern- 
ment aid will be asked to help Brunswick in 
her serious affliction and a committee con- 
sisting of Mayor Lamb, Aldermen Madden, 
Crovatt and Joerger has been appointed to 
confer with Representative Turner in get- 
_ting it. 

Tom Lamb Will Stay. 

Mayor Lamb is mingling with the peo- 
ple and will stick by Brunswick to the end. 
He feels justified in issuing his proelama- 
tion to the people to leave, realizing that 
if by any possible chance yo epidemic should 
come, the less people here the better it wiil 
be. The East Tennessee officials, appreci- 
ating Brunswick’s condition,, have given a 
1 cent per wile rate to Chattanooga. 
At the depot all day trunks have been 
handled and all the afternoon freight cars 
were being loaded with baggage. Tho 
checks have run out and each person has 
to write two checks on cardboard, place 
one on the trunk and have the other stamp- 
ed 

Demoralization Prevails. 

In the yards the passenger coaches and 
sleepers were crowded for several hours 
by passengers waiting for them to start. 
Many women and children climbed in the 
windows, all the doors being locked, and 
when the jam became too great, 
muy tried to get out and 
for two hours suffered for their 
imprudence. The Brunswick and Western 
passenger train with six coaches left at 
3 o clock crowded to the platform, but not 
half of the refugees wha have fled have 
money enough to carry them any distance. 
The suffering and pain they will endure 
cannot be estimated. Those that bravely 
remain are faring better than their excited 
friends, who have fled. The scene in the 
city cannot be appreciated by one not on 
the ground. 

Stores Closed. 

Many stores are closed and the proprie- 
tors are gone. All the factories are closed 
except the ice factory. Stagnation is every- 
where. Among the residences, closed shut- 
ters and bolted doors tell the tale of a 
community’s terror. Wagons. loaded with 
furniture have for two days and nights 
been driven to country homes. Refugees 
on foot, horseback, and in every conceiva- 
ble form of conveyance have for hours 
made their way to other places. Those 
whom cooler heads have prevailed upon to 
remain, look upon their departing friends 
in sorrow. 

A Hopeful Outlook. 

The reason why two cases of fever should 
cause such alarm can only be attributed 
to the natural fear of vellow fever. The 
town is in a good sanitary condition. The 
atmosphere is unfavorable to an epidemic, 
as is evidenced by the development of only 
two cases, in fourteen days, and the sur- 
geons do not fear a spread. Every precau- 
tion has been taken for an emergency, and 
in case necessity should demand, Surgeon 
Hutton will establish a camp near Way- 
cross on the Brunswick and Western road. 

Harris Is Better. 

Peter Harris was reported conscious and 
resting quietly at 9 o’clock tonight. Act- 
ing Health Offtcer Robert Burford reports 
no new or suspicious cases. Surgeons 
Guiteras, Carter and Hutton join him in 
the report that the atmospheric conditions 
are unfavorable for an epidemic, and none 
is expected. 

At 9 o’clock tonight, an East Tennessee 
train carrying three freight cars filled with 
baggage and five with passengers, pulled 
out. About 4,000 citizens all told are now 
out of the city. Urs. Branham and Dun- 
woody at the national quarantine on Black- 
beard island, opposite Sapelo, are officially 
reported well and are expected to leave 
quarantine tomorrow. They will _ be 
allowed to return to Brunswick in fifteen 
days from the date they were banished. 


TAKES NO CHANCES. 


Americus Has No Fear, but Shuts Her Gates 
on the Refugees. 

Americus, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)—The 
tcard of health of Americus met early this 
morning and recommended that the city coun- 
cil declare a quarantine against refugees from 
trunswick, many of whom it was reported 
would stop over here on the morning trains. 
A rigid quarantine was put in foree and 
officers met the trains and warned passengers 
not to stop. Some thirty of them expected 
to get off here. Officers have been stationed 
at Cordele, Smithville and Plains and will 
examine all passengers coming this wary. 
Americus has no fear of yellow fever spread- 
irg, but the people prefer not to take any 
chances. 

Cordele Does Not Admit Them. 

Cordele, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)}—Cordele 
has quarantined against Brunswick and Tam- 
pa. The city council met this morning and 
unenimously passed a resolution putting quar- 
antine regulations into effect against those 
two points. Quarantine officers meet all 
trains and no one is allowed to stop who has 
been in any infected port for ten days, 

Augusta Draws the Line 

Augusta, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)—Quar- 
antine officers were started running tonight 
on all roads entering Augusta to stop passen- 
gers coming here who bail from towns infected 
with yellow fever. A strict quarantine wi 
be enforced. :

Only $50 Was Taken in the First Day for

Charleston, S. C., August 22.—(Specidl.)— 
The first dispeusary for the disposal! of the 
Palmetto jag was opened in Charleston to- 
day. From 10 o’clock in the morning till 
7 p. m., the legal hours of closing, fifty-five 
citizens were supplied with toddy bearing 
the state’s official trade mark. There, was 
quite a crowd of people at the opening of 
the state's barroom which, by the way, is 
located in the upper wards, near the railroad 
depot. This is convenient to the suburbs, 
where divers thousands of negro phosphate 
laborets were attracted by curiosity. But the 
.majority of the crowd jingled their silver in 
their pockets and were after the stuff. The 
liquor is supplied in all;sorts of receptacles 
from a half pint fo a fivégallon keg. The busi- 
ness was opened ty a grayheaded white man, 
who stepped up to the afeove, gave his name 
and swore that his re@ nose and bieared 
eyes were not caused by rum and rotgut 
whisky... The gross sales of the day aggregated 
about $50. The majority of the purchasers

A Riot in Gilberton, Pa. in Which 
Men Were Kited. 

Gilberton, Pa., August 22.--A riot today 
grew out of a dispute between the borough 
officials and the Schaylkill Traction Com- 
pany over the right of the latter to lay 
its tracks through the town. The citizens 
tore up the tracks already laid and the rail- 
road company sent a party of armed men to 
the spot in charge of one of its special offi- 
cers, While negotiations were progressing 
for a settlement, a wordy quarrel arose be- 
tween the citizens and the railroad company’s 
armed men. One of the latter, named John 
Briggs, shot and instantiy killed a_ citizen 
named Richard Paiftit. A general battie fol- 
lowed which lasted an Bour. In addition to 
Paiffitt, William Hughes. an onlooker, of 
Gilberton, was ki:led. The company’s spe- 
cial oflicer, named Armour, was shot twice, 
and died tonight. Richard. Connors, Evan 
David and James. Tfulfilan, citizens of Gil- 
herton, were fatally ~shot and hurt with 
stones. Briggs, who started the riot, was 
slightiy hurt, but escaped for the time. He 
was caught later, and is now in fail on a 
charge of murder. ‘Fhe weapons with which 
the railroad men were armed were borrowed 
from the Girardville militia and some of the 
militia were also borrowed by the railroad. 
There still remains considerable excitement 
over the affair. 


CHARGED WITH MURDER, 


Arrest of Two Merchants in Camden.,Ark., 
on a Dying Statement. 

Camden, Ark., August 22.—J. K. Norman 
and Will Kramer, partners in business and 
prominent citizens in Mearden, were arrested 
today on warrants charging them with the 
assussination of Millman Justice last Friday. 
Justice made an ante-mortem statement, in 
which he said they were the men who murder- 
ed him. They denied and say they will prove 
an alibi. They are under guard and will 
have a preliminary hearing in an examining 
court tomorrow. Justice was nrominent .and 
the case is attracting universal attention. 

A cabin occupied Dy a colored family at 
Bearden was uplifted by a dynamite explo- 
sion last night ard the head of the family 
and s@veral of his children injured. The 
husband’s legs were torn from his’ body. 
There is no clue to the perpetrators, but it 
is thought the dynamite was ignited and the 
destruction atteinpted by some concerned in 
Justice’s assassination at the place last Fri- 
day night, who thonght the negro knew ioo 
much.

A TEXAS TRAGEDY. 


Ed Nall, a Rejected Lover, Waylaid His 
Sweetheart and Her Lover. 


FIRST, HE KILLED HER COMPANION 


Then Pursued the Young Lady and 
Murdered Her, 


AND, TO CAP THE CLIMAX, SUICIDED 


So Horrible Was the Crime That Even 
the Lone Star State Shudders Over 
It—Other Criminal News, 


Waco, Tex., August 22.—(Special.)—A 
special to The Evening News from Palo 
Pinto, Fexas, an obscure part of the state, 
Says: 

“The most horrible and bloody crime ever 
perpetrated in this county occurred last 
night about 10 o’clock near Pleasant Val- 
ley, sxx miles to the southeast of this place. 
Miss Ida Beatty and James Bly were re- 
turning home from church together from 
Pleasant Valley when they were suddenly 
confronted by Ed Nall,Winches‘erin Land. 
Without warning, .Nall shot young Bly 
through the heart, killing bim instantly. 
At the firing of the first fatal shot. Miss 
Beatty's horse became frightened and made 
a break for the woods, followed by Nall. 
After running about four hundred yards, 
Nall succeeded in overtaking her, and with 
one blow of his gua knocked her from her 
horse, crushing her head. He then placed 
the muzzle of the gun to her forehead and 
fired, shooting a part of the skull off and 
scattering her brains al] over the ground. 
When he had destroyed beyond all doubts, 
the life of the girl, he then placed the gun 
to his own head and sent his own soul into 
eternity. The top of his head was blown 
off. 

The Father Heard the Shots. 

At the time the first shot was fired, 
Captain J. M. Bly, father of young Bly, 
Was a few hundred yards in the advance 
of the couple. On hearing the report of 
the gun, he. turned back and soon found his 
son lying in the road dead. But Miss Beatty 
had disappeared. Assistance was imme- 
diately summoned. The neighborhood was 
uroused and a messenger dispatched to 
Palo Pinto for medical aid «nd etlicers. 
Sheriff Maddox and Dr. Warren repaired 
to the scene and found the whole commun- 
ity thoroughly aroused. Search was made 
fer the unfortunate girl, and both Nall 
and his victim were found within a few 
feet of each other, about four hundred yards 
from where young Bly was murdered. 

Nell Was Jealous. 

Jealousy was the cause of the horrible 
deed. Nall-and Miss Beatty were to be 
married about three weeks ago, but it :eems 
jealousy caused her to break the engage- 
meet. Yesterday young Bly was in her 
company the greater part of the cay and 
accompanied her to church last nizat. Nall 
Was angered at seeing her in the company 
of another and this is supposed to have 
prompted him’ to the murder. James Bly 
was the son of J. M. Bly, an old and re- 
spected citizen of this county, :nd was a 
young man of more than ordinary slility, 
and well liked by all who knew him. He 
Was vice president of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association at Wetherfor]. Miss 
Beatty was the daughter of James Beatty 
and was universally liked and Lospected. 
Nall was a resident of Santo in tis county, 
and stood well in the community. 
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~ THAT CONVICT. 


Whose Death Brought About 
Against the Guard. 

Greenesboro, Ga., August 22.—(Special.) 
The case of the state against George Cul- 
bertson, charged with, murder, was called 
in the superior court yesterday morning, 
and is still in progress, not more than half 
of the witnesses having been examined. 

This case is\ one which arouses interest 
not only in Greene county, but the AMtire, 
State, the prosecution of Culbertson being 
for the alleged ill treatment of a convict, 
which ill treatment resulted in his death. 

Culbertson is the guard at Mr.° Luther 
T. Boswell’s convict farm in this county, 
near Penfield. Mr. Boswell leases conyicts 
from several other counties besides Greene, 
and has at present between thirty-five And 
forty. Albert Barnhart, thé convict alleged 
to have been murdered, was sent up from 
the county court of Greene last November 
for cotton stealing, his sentence being for 
twelve months. In May last Barnhart 
died at the convict camp, his death occur- 
ring somewhat suddenly on Sunday morn- 
ing. Rumors were set afloat to the effect 
that his death was the result of inhuman 
treatment, and several citizens of the Pen- 
field neighborhood, hearing the rumors, sent 
for the coroner before Barnhart’s body was 
buried and an inquest was held. 

Several physicians were pregent, among 
them Drs. J. C. Asbury, J. H. Gheesling 
and S. H. Dillard, of this place, and Drs. 
J. M. McGaughey and Newt Boswell, of 
Penfield. A post-mortem examination was 
held and the opinion of the physicians was 
that death was caused from pneumonia. 

Serions Charges Are Made, 

After the inquest Barnhart’s remains 
were buried, and then all kinds of tales 
began to float about as to the real cause 
beack of the convict’s death. Exposure and 
other inhuman treatment on the part of 
the guard, were the charges. Shortly af- 
terwards Culbertson was arrested under 
a warrant charging him with murder. A 
committal investigation was held before 
County Judge W. M. Weaver, who com- 
mitted him to jail to answer to the supe- 
rior court for murder. Application was 
made to Superior Court Judge W. F. Jen- 
kins to allow bail, and a bond was fixed 
at $200, which being promptly signed Cul- 
Fertson was released. 

The Case Called. 

When the case was called yesterday 
morning, Hon. H. T. Lewis, leading coun- 
sel for defense, filed a special plea in abate- 
ment to the demurrer that one of the 
grand jurors returning the true bill, Mr, 
Charles M. Sanders, was disqualified by 
reason of having been actively interested 
himself in the prosecution and should not 
have sat upon his case in the grand jury’ 
room, when the indictment was found. 
This plea was overruled, and the defense

Culbertson was a cruel man and frequent- 
ly severely whipped Barnhart. On one 
occasion, he beat him until Barnhart fell 
exhausted, and then grabbjng up a handful 
of guano made him eat it. 

Had Jumped on His Breast. 

One witness, George Langford, himself 
recently fresh from a term of service in the 
chaingang, testified that Culbertson on the 
Saturday evening before “Barnhart died 
the next morning had knocked the convict 
down with a pair of brass knucks and then 
jumped on his breast and stamped him al- 
most to insensibility. He also swore that 
Culbertson had knocked out two of Barn- 
hart’s front teeth with the brass knucks. 

A negro convict, introduced by the state, 
who was there at tie time, denied what 
Langford testified to, and the state sought 
to impeach the latter by showing they had 
been entrapped. 

It also came out in evidence for the state 
that Barnhart weighed nearly 2U0 pounds 
when first sent to tue chaingang, and when 
he died he weighed less than i120 pounds. 
He was very much emaciated ana could 
hardly stand up on the day before his death. 
Although he was weak, he was kept chain- 
ed to a tree in the field where the other 
hands were at work. ‘the day was raw 
and rainy, and some boys heard him groan- 
ing loudiy while in the field. 

‘he state’s testimony also brought out 
that Culbertson severely beat barnhart 
the Saturday morning before he died, lash- 
ing him terribly three different times that 
morning. 

For the Defense. 


At this point the state rested and the 
defense began the introduction of testl- 
mouy. . 

The first witness was Dr. McGaughey, 
who testified tnat he was employed by Mr. 
Boswell to tend the convicts when sick. 
He had known Barnhart since 1891, hav- 
ing treated him at that time for dyspepsia. 
He also treated him for some weeks before 
Barnhart’s death. He said the negro was 
troubled with nervous dyspepsia in its most 
violent form; that he had a morbid appetite, 
but failing’ to assimilate his food, nothing 
he ate did him any good. He gave him 
medicine,-and also recommended light work 
for Barnhart; that light work would de 
better for him than no work at all, as exer- 
cise would tend to enable his system to 
throw off some of the effects of the dis- 
ease. The emaciated condition ‘was attrt 
butable to the dyspepsia, from which he 
had been suffering. to his professional 
knowledge, since 1891. ; 

He was called in to see him Sunday 
morning and found him very ills He gave 
him medicine and returned in a few hours 
and again treated him. His opinion was 
at the time that he had congestion and 
something like paralysis. On his third 
visit he found the convict dead. He was 
present at the post-mortem = 
and was satisfied death was car rom. 
incute pneumonia. That disease jlevel- 
ops sometimes very rapidly. Hé exam- 
ined the conviet’s:body and found no abra- 
sions of the skiny @xcept old scars, which 
may have been’ produced from various 
causes. He also examined his mouth and 
found no front teeth gone and no cut on 
the lips as testified by the state’s witness, 
Langford. 

Pneumonia the Cause: 

Dr. J..C. Asbury was present at the 
post-mortem examination and assisted in 
it. He was satistied pneumonia was the 
cause of death. It was just entering the 
second stage. and was satisfied it had 
been contracted not longer than twenty- 
four hourS before death. He saw no 
bruises on the body which could have su- 
perinduced the attack of pneumonia, and 
he also noticed the front teeth had not 
been knocked out. Dr. Asbury also stated 

at thé disease in the stage in which he 
Rena it would have nilled a strong, hearty 


Dr. S. H. Dillard acted at the post- 
mortem, using the knife, and carefully ex- 
amined the body. He saw some old scars, 
but discovered nothing in the way of freq: 
wounds or to indicate recent severe or in- 
human beating. He agreed with the 
other physicians as to the cause of death 
and as to their opinions as to how nervous 
dyspepsia would cause emaciation. 

Dr. Newt Boswell also corroborated the 
other physicians as to the material points 
involved. 

Mr. Vase MeWhorter testified that 
Barnhart worked with him in 1891, and 
though a_ strong-iooking man, Was con- 
stantly having sick spells, and he _  fre- 
quently bad to send for a physician. He 
had a morbid appetite, but what he ate 
seemed to do him no good. He could 
not do much hard farm work. Similar 
facts were testified to by Mr. Qeorge Ar- 
nold, who was Mr. MceWhorter’s manager 
during the year named. 

Will Continue Today. 


The testimony wiJl consume 
portion of tomorrow and the case will 
hardly go to the jury before Thursday 
morning. Deep interest is manifested in 
the case and the courtroom has been 
packed since the opening with spectators 
from all parts of the county. 

Every point is stubbornly contested by 
both the state and the defense. Hon. 
John C. Hart is leading counsel for the 
state, assisted by Solicitor H. G. Lewis 
and Mr. Samuel H. Sibley. Hon. Henry 
‘i. ‘gewis appears for the defense and is 
assisted by Mr.* George A. Merritt. 
These are among the brainiest legal lights 
in Georgia and when the argument opens 
it will bea battel of giants. 3 

Public opinion is diyided, but the gen- 
eral impression now seems to be that Cnl- 
bertson was in no wise to blame for the 
convict’s death, and that fhe jury will not 
convict him. However, it is stated that 
the prosecution still has some tremendous 
guns to fire in the way of testimony and 
things may change materially before the 
jury retires to consider it.

Bynum for the Wilsen Bill.

Since the passage of the 
act, the price of silver had gone steadily 
down. By this fall, the government was 
losing more than $10,000,000 a year; gold 
was being exported ™ large sums.

Just give this movement 
the right start and it will do more good 
for Av@ota than anything we have under- 
tiken ib a long time.” 

An Atlanta-Made Piano. 


One of the best illustrations of the 
change the agitation has brought about is 
told by Mr. Stiff, of Miles & Stiff. 

“I know a gentleman,” said he im telling 
the story, and every word of it is vouched 
for by papers, “who promised his wife to 
buy a piano. He had saved $100 in gold 
to pay.on the instrument, and one day last 
week came down town and went to one 
of the best houses in the city where tke 
best Instruments are kept. ‘here he se- 
lected his piano and made his trade, but 
before paying fhe money, said:

But it is a crying shame that contracts for 
t#e material and the construction of public 
buildings should be let to people who have 
no possible interest in Atlanta while our 
local contractors are anxious for the work, 
and can do it as well as anylsody on the 
top of the earth. If the city 
wants to build a_ school building 
or any other king of building, it should 
give the work to Atlanta contractors. The 
Atlanta contractors in turn would be able 
to put that much more money in circulation 
and give that much more employment to At- 
lanta people.

“IT hope that my position, and that of

heart and soul, and we believe that if the 
people of this city will in good faith pat- 
ronize the products of Atlanta manufac- 
turies, made by Atlanta labor, it will do 
more toward upbuilding out city, furnish- 
ing work to the unemployed, filling up va- 
cant houses and resulting.in more ben- 
efit all along the line than any other one 
thing I know of. Something has been 
said about the laboring men going off on 
side issues, after having primarily put on 
foot the movement for the patronage of 
Atlanta industries by the citizens of At- 
lanta: This is a mistake, and we should 
not be held responsible for one thing and 
another that may have arisen at public 
meetings over which we had no control 
‘and for which some may have been in- 
clined to criticise us- There is but one 
-side issue with us, and that is that we are 
very anxious and will do our utmost to 
urge that Atlanta labor be utilized in the 
manufacture of goods made here. I do 
not even think that it will be necessary for 
us to urge this, because I believe that 
every manufacturer in Atlanta will be so 
prompt to recognize where such employ- 
ment is to his own interest, that he will 
be not only ready hut eager to employ At- 
lanta men to make Atlanta goods. By 
doing. this employment is given to those 
who spend their money here, whose in- 
terests are here and who will make better 
citizens by having steady employment and 
goml wages.

We are conservative, and we should 
not be held responsible frp utterences 
which do not originate at* our meetings, 
and for whieh we are not responsible. 
Everybody knows that open air meetings 
cannot be controlled, and those of the past 
week have been no exception to those that 
have occurred from time immemorial.” 


MR. L. M. WARD DEAD. 


A Well-Known Georgia Newspaper Man Dies 
in Elizabeth, New Jersey. 

A telegram was received last night stating 
that Mr. L. M. Ward, formerly of Atlanta, 
died yesterday in Elizabeth, N. J. 

This wil! be sad news, indeed, to the many 
Atlanta friends of McIntosh Ward, for here 
he had many warm adinirers and enthusiastic 
friends. 

He was for several yea‘s a reporter on The 
Constitution and while at work in such capac- 
ity made hosts of a¢quaintances which de- 
veloped into strongest friendships. He was 
a bright and ready newspaper man, and was 
numbered among the. brightest of the bright 
young men who were his colleagues on the 
paper. 

After leaving The Constitution he entered 
the real estate business, in Atlanta and was 
thus engaged several years here. 

He then went to Columbus to take the 
position of city editor of The Columbus En- 
quirer-Sun, which place he filled ably and well 
for some time. Then he went north. 

Mr. Ward was a young man of many gifts 
and talents. He was a son of Hon. John 
M. Ward, formerly of Savannah, who was, 
while a citizen of Georgia, oné of the leading 
politiciens of the state. He was at one time 
mayor of Savannah, and then became the re- 
cipient of other public trusts. He was once 
president of the Georgia state senate, and 
was sent as minister to China from this coun- 
try by President Buchanan. When he went 
to China he took his young son, Mr. L. M. 
Ward, with him and in this- way the young 
man became thorough in matters of travel. 
He was a well educated young man and pos- 
sessed many accomplishments that entitled 
him to the success he attained as a writer. 

His Atlanta friends will sorrow to hear of 
his death. 


WEATHER FORECAST AND SYNOPSIS. 


Tuesday’s weather. through the United 
States was mostly fair. In fact, there were 
only two cities between the Rocky moun- 
tains and the Atlantic ocean that reported 
rainfalls of much censequence. These were 
Mobile, which had .64 of an inch, and St. 
Paul, which. had .22 of an inch. 

The temperatures reported Tuesday were 
generally about the same as is usual for 
August, except that it was a little cool along 
the Atlantic coast, in the eastern Lake 
region and in a portion of the state of Ne- 
braska. Maximum temperatures reported 
from all but three points were either up 
to or above 80 degrees. These three excep- 
tions were Buffalo, Detroit and Denver. In 
the two former cities the highest tempera- 


ture was 76 degrees. In Denver the tempera- 


ture rose to 70 degrees and no higher. The 
hottest section of the country yester&y was 
Texas. At Abilene the temperature was up 
to 98 degrees and at San Antonio up to 0G 
degrees. Many other points in that state 
had temperatures above 90 degrees. Atlanta’s 
miximum temperature was 87 degrees, ,

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Governor Northen Appealed to Protect 
Savannah from Fever. 


MAYOR M’DONOUGH’S SUGGESTIONS 


He Asks That Detention Camps Be Es- 
tablished for Holding the Reiugees 
irom Infected Points, 


Mayor McDonough, of Savannah, has 
written to Governor Northen asking him to 
establish camps of detention for the yel- 
low fever refugees at points on the rail- 
roads leading out of Brunswick. 

‘The mayor fears that the fever will be- 
come epidemic in Brunswick, and naturally 
wants to protect his own city. He says 
that Savannah is in good sanitary condition 
and if germs are not introduced from some 
infected city there is no danger of fever in 
the Forest City. 

Governor Northen has no authority to 
take action in the case. ’ 

“I regret that no authority -is reposed in 
me or in some official to take hold of an 
emergency like this and do all that 1s pos- 
sible towards stamping out the disease. 
Unquestionably there should be quaran- 
tine camps at a safe distance from Bruns- 
wick where the refugees could be detained 
until it was demonstrated that they were 
not infected. The government establishes 
fumigating stations for the mail, and 1 
suppose the mail coming out of Brunswick 
will soon be fumigated unless the fever 
dies out.” 

Here is Mayor McDonough’s letter to 
the governor: 

City of Savannah, Mayor’s Office, Savan- 
nah, Ga., August 21, 1593.—To His xcel- 
lency W. J. Northen, Governor State of 
Georgia, Atianta, Ga. Dear Sir: You have 
no dvubt heard; of the prevalence of- yellow 
fever at Bruuswick, Ga., the United States 
surgeon in charge of the quarantine station 
at that port having died o1 yeliow fever at 
5 o'clock p. m., yesterday. 1 veg to say that 
I b&ve been officially informed of further 
cases of yellow fever in Brunswick today. I 
have advice from the mayor of Bruuswick 
to the effect that be has advised ali citi- 
zens who can leave Brunswick to go ut 
once. It seems ¢%) Me that from this- and 
for other reasons yellow fever 1s bound to 
become epidemic at Brunswick. Such being 
the case, it is of the most vital importance 
to the*state of Georgia, and especially to 
this section of the situte, that a cump for 
detention should be established at the most 
convenient place, both on ihe line of the 
Briiiswick and Western railway, between 
Bruuswick and Waycross, and on the Hast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railway, at 
some convenient place between Jesup and 
Brunswick. I, therefore, write to urge upon 
you to establish these camps or stations for 
the purpose of detention for refugees fleeing 
from KBrunswick and yellow fever, so_ that 
they may be held there at least until the 
period of incubation has passed. If this ‘is 
not done, we may expect to have yellow 
fever scattered «throughout the state of 
Georgia; aid [I most urgently request that, 
if it is not within your power tv establish 
such stations, you will urge upon Surgeon 
General Wyman, of Washington, the neces- 
sity and importance of the estabiishment 
of such stations. I am very glad to be able 
to inform you that the sanitary condition 
of our city and surroundings was never 
better; we have no fear of yeilow fever here 
unless it ghould be brought in from _Bruns- 
wick or some. other infected. place. We are 
doihg our utmost in the way of inspection 
and quarantine work, and we are trying to 
keep out refugees from infected places; but 
in spite of all we can do, they will slip in 
occasionally. If these camps of detention 
are established where the people can remain 
for the proper iength of time, that 
would be glad to shelter them here. 
they could reasonably be supposed to be free 
from infection; but’ we certainly do not in- 
vite them under the existing circumstances. 

Hoping this will have your most careful 
and prompt attention, I am. very _respect- 
fully yours, JOHN J. M’DONOUGH, 

Mayor.

State of Georgia, Executive Department, 
Atlanta, Ga., August 22, 1893.—Hon. Walter

C. Dear Sir: I beg to hand to you herewith 
a letter from the mayor of Savannah, Ga., 
in reference to the yellow fever at Bruns- 
wick. You will observe that the mayor of 
Savannah suggests thgt I establish two de- 
tention stations at-which persons fleeing 
from Brunswick could be held until after 
the period of danger. I regret to say that 
I have no such authority. We have no laws 
govetving such matters; no state board of 
1ealth; no appropriation to cover even the 
smallest expenditure for such protection of 
the lives of the people of the state as the 
situation demands. I am mgt ni to appeal 
to the general goygtnment jn this emergency, 
and I cirnestly- as thac“You take charge of 
the matter an@ take such measures as, in 
your judgment, are necessapy and advisable. 
Of course, T assure you of’ every ass.stance 
and co-operation That may be Within my 
ower and authority. I beg that you take 
mmedate action upon this letter. _Very re- 
spectfully, etc., W. J. NORTHEN.

| ATHENS WELCOMES THEM ALL, 
recente 
But Refugees Can’t Change Cars at Macon. 
Mr. Booth Dead. 

Athens, Ga., August 22.--(Spevial.)—Al- 
though the gates of Athens wer2 opened to 
the yellow fever refugees and netice to that 
effect sent to the mayor of Bruaswick, it is 
probable that only a few of them wiil came 
here, as tbe Macon officials positive:y refused 
to let any of the Bruaswick passengers change 
cars for Athens when they passed through 
that city, and the unly way they could get 
here was to go around by Atlanta, which is 
nearly a hundred miles out of the way. 

The following special received from Macon 
this morning explains the condition of affairs 
there: 

“The news that the gates of the city of 
Athens were open to the yellow fever refugees 
was conveyed to the incoming trains from 
Brunswick at 4:35 and 7:45 o’clock this morn- 
ing, but owing to the strict qvarantine of 
the city of Macon, the city officials mecting 
each incoming train on each roal with health 
officers and placing policemen on platforms cf 
each car, the trains were prevented from 
stopping in the city limits and the passen- 
gers not allowed to leave the cars. 

“Many passengers wanted to go to Ath- 
ens, having received telegrams that the gates 
of Athens were open to them, but the doors 
of the cars were locked: and no one alluwed 
to enter or leave the train. 

“Consequently they were forced to go to 
Atlanta and beyond. 

‘‘Had it not been for this strict quarantine 
a large crowd would have gone to Athens. 

“The cftizens of Brunswick feel grateful 
for the kindness and zenerosity of the citizens 
of Athens for extending them the hospitality 
of their city in this, their hour of trouble.”’ 

Mr. Thomas Booth Dead. 

Yesterdry afternoon at 4 o’clock Mr. Thom- 
as Booth, of Watkinsville, died. He was one 
of the most prominent citizens of Oconee 
county, having been treasirer of that county 
ever since the county was cut off from Clarke 
and made distinct. 

He was also treasurer of Clarke county be- 
fore the county was divided up. He had 
amassed quite a fortune in the seventy-four 
years of his life and was always a man of 
great prominence and influence. 

His sickness has been a long and painful 
one.

WATSON AT KENNESAW. 


The Third Party Leader Addresses a Good 
Crowd There. 

Kennesaw, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
The people’s party had a picnic all their 
own today and came from far and near 
to listen to political doctrines as expound- 
ed by their favorite: leader. 

At Marietta. Hon. John Sibley and Mr. 
Cunningham and James Sibley joined 
Messrs. Watson and McGregor, as did a 
number of others, who impelled by curiosi- 
ty, wanted to hear Mr. Watson. At Ken- 
nesaw, a goodly crowd and a brass band 
greeted the speaker. ‘hey repaired to the 
large grove that during the war was used 
as a recruiting station for confederate sol- 
diers. There a stand had been erected 
which was decorated with foliage and flow- 
ers, and seats had been arranged in front 
of this on a rising hillside. ‘The crowd 
there assembled was one that represented 
chiefly the strongest third party sentiment 
as found in the adjoining cuunties for miles 
around. Many had camped upon the 
ground the previous night. ‘Lhe estimate 
of the crowd places it at any where from 
2,000 or 3,000, (2,000 was perbaps nearer 
the actual number and it was made up of 
an equal number of men and women). 

While Mr. Watson was resting and get- 
ting ready to speak, Mr. McGregor enter- 
tained the crowd with a talk urging them 
to take his paper. Upon arriving on the 
grounds, Mr. Watson was greeted with 
subdued applause. 

. The exercises were opened with a prayer 
by Mr. George Roberts, who invoked di- 
vine aid to allay prejudices and let reason 
govern. 

Mr. John Sibley then introduced Mr. 
Watson as the “greatest man in the United 
States.” 

In opening, Mr. Watson said he hoped 
the audience would not hold him responsi- 
ble for John Sibley’s introduction. He 
then launched forth in a skillful plea for 
fair discussion and for attributing honest 
motives to those who differed with him. It 
did not take him long to get to the demo- 
cratic pledges, out of which he tried to 
make as much capital as possible and paid 
his compiiments in this connection to 
Messrs. Livingston, Moses, et. al. His re- 
mark, “God pity the man who would be 
responsible for what Livingston said on the 
stump,” called forth applause. 

On the tariff question, he argued that 
the tariff could not be reduced because the 
éxpenses of the government would not al- 
low it, that the only solution of the ques- 
tion was to pass an income tax, and, that 
the democrats and Mr. Cleveland were not 
in favor of that. His idea was to tax in- 
comes between $5,000 and $10,000 between 
11-2 and 21-2 per cent and increase with 
increased income. The _ burden of his 
speech was to desert the democratic party 
and form a new party out of the south and 
west as the producers against the north 
and east as the money lenders, bankers 
and manufacturers. His reason for leav- 
ing the party was: “I left the party be- 
cause I could not get Jeffersonian democra- 
cy inside the party.’’ The remedy he pro- 
posed for the evils of which he complained 
were: First, to seek for reform outside 
the democratic party and to this end to fol- 
low him; second, to raise revenues by an 
income tax; third, let the government issue 
money directly to the peopie and not 
through banks, either state or national; 
fourth, to have the government purchase 
and -run all railroads; fifth, to settle the 
negro question by giving them equal rights 
before the law. 

In his attack upon railroads, he devoted 
the great burden of his speech, and pictur- 
ed in glowing colors the luxuries of the 
rich as against the wants of the poor. 
A description of Mr. Venderbilt’s yacht, as 
given by The World, was read and contrast- 
ed with the humble home of the poor; and 
also the dress of Mrs. Roswell P. Flower 
was brought out to carry his purposes and 
contrasted with the plain clothing of those 
who listened to his arraigument. and to 
top of his argument, he read from The 
World the story of the young man who of- 
fered to sell himself in slavery for $5,000 
to support his mother. W.S. C.

THE FIRE WAS AN INCENDIARY ONE 


And the Entire Town Suffers—Many Res- 
idences Destroyed and Damaged. 
The Losses in Detail. 


Greenesboro, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
A destructive fire almost destroyed White 
Plains, in the southeastern portion of the 
county last night about 1 o’clock. 

The town has about five hundred inhab- 
itants and most of the residences are built 
hear the business center. On the main 
street stood the large mercantile establish- 
ment of W. M. Tappan & Son, known 
throughout this section, as the white house. 
About it clustered other business houses 
and some residences. 

The fire was discovered about 1 o’clock, 
and when first seen was bursting through 
the second story, over the office. When the 
citizens reached there the store was wrap- 
ped in flames and nothing was saved, the 
heat being so intense as to drive all sway 
from it. A northeast wind was blowing 
and the fire was communicated to the store 
of Mr. Randolph Tappan. This was burn- 
ed and the adjacent dwelling of Mrs. W. 
M. Tappan. ‘The wind then veered and the 
drug store of Dr. C. C. King and the dwell- 
ing of Mrs. J. O. Wright next went, and 
three buildings adjacent. Then the sivres 
of «. M. Moss, Zack Walker, the pus? oie 
and the large building of Tappan & Merritt 
followed. ‘Then the Wood shops and ma- 
chine shops of W. L. Grant & Son, in which 
there was a large amount of new and im- 
proved machinery, was destroyed. The 
fire was checked before reaching Mr. 
Grant’s home, and also Dr. J. H. NKilgat- 
rick’s dwelling. Had these burned nearly 
every house in White Plains would have 
been in ashes this morning. 

The Losses in Detall. 

The loss, as far as can be ascertained, will 
range between $50,000 and $60,000, with 
only $12,000 insurance. About $1,200 
worth of goods in all were saved.

White plains was one of the thriftest 
towns im middle Georgia, and the business 
men were full of energy and enterprise. 
The terrible loss will be a severe blow to 

Tappan & Merritt, $6,000; no insurance. 
the town, but with their pluck and en- 
ergy they will go to work to rebuild the 
stores and houses swept by the flames. 

It is supposed that the fire was of incen- 
diary origin, as the front of W. M. -Tap- 
pan & Son’s was found open when the cit- 
izens reached the scene. As no one could 
enter on account of the heat it could not 
be ascertained whether any goods had been 
stolen, but this is the presumption that 
the store was robbed and then fired. 

The geople are cheerful and_ resolute. 
They attended a big meeting as though 
nothing serious had happened.

Confiscation! 
We desire to print here for the infor- 
mation of our readers an editorial arti- 
cle that recently appeared in The Boas- 
ton Globe, the only democratic newspa- 
per of large circulation or influence in 
the east. The statements made are 
conservative, and they cover the most 
important phase of the situation: 
The gravity of the ailver crisis lies in the 
fact that the questidhn of demonetization 
must soon pass from the phase of a financial 
problem into a burning ®Bocial issue, which, 
if it cannot be adjusted, must apparently 
preg@itate some catastrophe. 
The difficulty is self-evitlent. Anything 
which causes the alteration of. the ratio 
which the standard of value bears to other 
property must inevitably confiscate the prop- 
erty of one man for the benefit of another. 
Thus. for example, the action Of England 
and other countries has caused so great a 
fall in the price ot silver that debts paid 
in silver dollars would be scaled down more 
than one-half, and the lender would suffer 
proportionally. But supposing silver to go 
out of circulation, the supply of gold would 
be so much less than the demand that its 
price would rise relatively to other commo- 
dities, with the result of confiscating the 
property of the debtor for the benefit of the 
creditor, and it is this great fact, and not 
the rapacity of the ricn silver miners, which 
makes the bitterness and the danger of the 
present struggle. The silver kings could be 
handled easily enough, but it is the southern 
and western farmers, who eee the progres- 
sive shrinkdze In the price of a bushel of 
wheat and of a pound of cotton who are 
desperate and who will be heard. 
Nor is this movement confined to the 
United States; it extends over the whole 
world, and it is a suggestive fact that the 
demand for -a single standard, which has 
tended and must tend to enhance the rela- 
tive value of gold, originated with Engiand. 
which is the great capitalistic nation. and 
whose direct Interest it is to confiscate the 
property~of all to whom she has lent money. 
There can be no question that for the 
moment the commercial people have no al- 
ternative but to do likewise, since in no 
other manner is it possible to protect them- 
selves; Dut ft is equally certain that such 
action will not be a solution of the difficulty. 
The stubborn fact remains that a single 
standard, if persisted in, must end in en- 
hancing the relative valve of gold, and by 
so doing it will have the effect of’ taking 
a portion of the debtor’s property and giv- 
ing it t© the creditor. It also seems certain 
that such an alteration in values cannot fail 
to produce widespread distress, if not gen- 
eral bankruptcy, and that such a calamity 
affecting principally small property holders, 
would seriously endanger the stability of ex- 
ising institutions. It could not fail, for ex- 
ampie, to cause an eudrmous extension of 


fore, that silver may be the test question 
upon which the relative strength of the 
capitalistic and the debtor classes may 
finally be tried all over the civilized world. 
Strange to say, this article, just as it 
stands, is reproduced, without ecom- 
ment, on the editorial page of The New 
York World, which is a hot and thirsty 
advocate of Wall street views, and yet 
it knocks the bottom out of every argu- 
ment that the money power ever has or 
ever will make in favor of the single 
gold standard. 

Confiscation! That is the meaning of 
the destruction of silver as the money 
of final payment in this country. Con- 
fiscation of the debtor’s property! Con- 
fiscation of the wages of labor! Con- 
fiscation of the profits of the farmer! 
Confiscation of the profits of merchants 
and business men! 

That is the scheme on foot! 
the programme of England.

What Brunswick Should Do. 


It is to be feared that the authorities 
of Brunswick are making a mistake in 
providing for the free transportation ‘of 
thousands of refugees to distant cities. 

The condition of many of these panic- 
stricken unfortunates when they reach 
& strange city, without money or ac- 
quaintances, will be pitiable indeed, and 


necessity of living upon public charity, 
as it will be simply impossible for them 
to obtain employment. 

The better plan would be to establish 
a camp in some suitable locality a short 
distance from Brunswick where the 
poorer classes can be made comfortable 
and porperly eared for. If any of them 
are taken sick they will De within easy 
reach of the yellow fever hospitals 
where they will receive the attention of 
Skillful physicians. 

It is a mistaken kindness to transport 
a large number of poor,people to cities 
hundreds of miles away from their 
home. Their needs ean be relieved 
with less difficulty if they are colonized 
in a camp twenty or thirty miles from 
Brunswick in a healthful spot selected 
by sanitary experts. Donations of mon- 
ey and supplies would then come in 
from every city in the country and there 
would be no distress. This course was 
pursued by Jacksonville during the last 
yellow fever epidemic, and it worked 
very satisfactorily.

Conservative Sentiments, 

In another column will be found an 
interview with Mr. George W. Evans, 
president of the Atlanta Industrial Coun- 
cil: Mr. Evans talks conservatively, 
and such sentiments as those to which 
he gives expression will be endorsed, 
not only by conservative laboring men, 
but by the people generally.

Evans says, in disclaiming the responsi- 
bility for the lack of conservatism at re 
cent open air meetings, those organiza- 
tions which did not endorse extremes 
in any form should not be held responsi- 
ble for utterances not originating at 
their meetings.

Constitution and Platform. 

“The constitution,’ says a contempo- 
rary, “is good enough for us.” Without 
pausing to inquire whether the great 
organic and democratic Atlanta Con- 
stitution is meant, we take it for granted 
that the allusion is to the canstitution 
of these United States. In either case 
it would become our duty as well as our 
pleasure to agree with the statement. 

Either constitution is good enough for 
us. But the constitution of the United 
States, to be good enough for anybody— 
to be of any effect whatever—must be 
in operation. Its terms must be carried 
out. Its commands must be controlling. 
In the nature of things, it must be in- 
terpreted and carried out by means of 
parties—partyism does not and cannot 
afford to stop at the door of the supreme 
court. Laws must be put in operation 
by parties, and decisions under the great 
charter must be made by party—not 
necessarily partisan—judges. 

Next to the constitution we are in 
favor of the party platform that declares 
the purposes of the organization in plain 
terms, so that there can be no mistake 
about them, That is the sort of plat- 
form the democratic party now has. 

The great question now before the 
country is whether the party of the con- 
stitution and of the people will permit 
a small faction to join with the repub- 
lican contingent in bringing about a 
state of things that will amount to the 
confiscation of the poperty of the people 
and the destruction of their prosperity.

: France and Italy. 

It may be that the long expected Euro- 
pean war is about to break out. 

The slaughter of Italian workingmen 
in France, and the violent demonstra- 
tions against the French in Italy must 
inevitably result in hostilities between 
the two countries, unless France makes 
prompt and ample reparation. 

In the event of war the triple alliance 
—Italy, Germany and Austria—will be 
arrayed against France. ‘The prospect 
of contending against such odds may 
cause the French government to make 
an apology and pay an indemnity. , 

Stil, it is a well known fact that 
France is better equipped for war than 
she has been at any time during the pres- 
ent century. She has plenty of money 
and credit, a splendid army and navy, 
and a united people. If a new Napoleon 


may be able to whip her allied enemies. 

In 1859 Louis Napoleon espoused the 
cause of Sardinia, and defeated both 
Italy and Austria, winning’ the maguifi- 
cent victories of Magenta and Solferino, 
and taking the provinces of Savoy and 
Nice to compensate [france for her 
trouble and expense. 

The emperor of Germany may be an 
important factor in stirring up strife. If 
the matter is left to his deeision there 
will be war, and Italy’s grievance will 
be made the pretext for an assault upon 
France by the three allied powers. 

Doubtless the (French government, 
left to itself, would seek a peaceful ad- 
justment of this unfortunate affair, but 
the pressure of public opinion may force 
it to assume a belligerent attitude. A 
few days will determine whether it is 
to be war or peace. 


A Measure of Relief. 

We do not hear much nowadays about 
the repeal of the tax on state banks of 
issue, and yet the repeal of that tax 
would afford a measure of financial re- 
lief that would make itself almost in- 
stantly felt. 

It is to be feared that the repeal does 
not commend itself to the national bank 
syndicate which controls the goldbug 
contingent in congress. Such a measure 
would. make the people too independent. 
The syndicate would be shorn of a great 
deal of its power and influence. There 
would no longer be a shadow of an ex- 
cuse for issuing bonds and increasing 
the debts and taxes of the people. The 
syndicate would no longer have any 
deunite reason for placing its heavy 
hand on the fine threads of legislation. 

In some sections of the country fac- 
tories and other industrial institutions 
are issuing notes and certificates in the 
absence of the ordinary forms of cur- 
rency, and the plan has its uses, but how 
much better it would be for the people 
of this state and section if at this mo- 
ment we had the advantage of a sound 
and safely-guarded state bank currency! 


The West and the South. 

Governor Stone, of Missouri, has been 
appealed to by the state officials of Kan- 
sas to call a convention of all the gov- 
ernors of the states west of the Missis- 
sippi and south of the Ohio, with addi- 
tional delegates from those states to be 
appointed by the governors. The peti- 
tion goes on to say: 

The objects of this cenvention to be to 
decide what shall be done for mutual ‘Télief 
of the people, cultivation of commercial re- 
lations between them, and such other action 
as may conduce to the material welfare and 
prosperity of the communities involved, look- 
ing especially to arranging for such trade 
relations as may render this section free of 
dependence upon fhe eastern section of the 
United States in business affairs. 

We consider the present an auspicious 
time for a concertet movement to bring 
the people of the west and south in such 
unity as will protect and foster interests 
which are naturally allied and to free these 
sections from unjust and ruinous dominations 
of a section which is largely influenced by 
European policies and methods. 

Governor Stone is reported to have 
said that such a convention, considering 
the interests of the west and south with- 
out reference to the east, might be .ben- 
eficial, but the eastern papers are raising 
the cry that the movement means seces- 
sion. 

The west and south have held several 
joint conventions in the past twenty 
years to consider commercial and finan- 
cial questions, and the idea of secession 
was not brought forward. In the event 
of a call for a similar convention seces- 
sion will not be discussed. The great 
west and the great south are loyal to 
the union and the constitution, but it is 
of the highest importance that’ they 
should stand together upon the economic 
questions now dividing the country, and 
a conference between their governors and 
other representative men would doubt- 
less have .a good effect. Their people 
are not to be bulldozed into silence and 
inaction by the intimations of the east- 
ern press that they are contemplating a 
revolt. Matters have come to a pretty 
pass when a western man and a south- 
erner cannot be seen together without 
exciting the suspicion that they are plot- 
ting rebellion.

eeting of the board of health, The meet- 
"ing Was called by the mayor on account 
‘of the panic that has taken place in Bruns- 
wick, and the numbers of people arriving 
‘ere from there. There were present at 
the meeting Mayor Goodwin, Chief In- 
spector Veal, Judge Dorsey, Hon. Tyler 

Cooper, Alderman Shropshire, and Drs. 
McRae and Avary, secretary. Dr. J. F. 
Alexanfer, chairman of the board of health, 
was out of the city and Judge Dorsey act- 
ed in his stead. 

- When the meeting adjourned the consen- 
sus of opinion was that Atlanta should open 

| her arms to the panic-stricken people of 
“ber sister city, and keep them safe upon 
ber broad breast, shielding them from the 
' epidemic, and soothing their fears. As to 

a quarantine—there was no mention of 
one; such an action would be absurd in the 
extreme. Atlanta’s sanitary condition, her 
elevation, her germ-killing atmosphere and 
pure air, her good water, all combine to 
make her just what she is and force her 
board of health to take the action it did 
in allowing the doors to remain open to the 
unfortunate people who are fleeing from 
the dread disease. 

Bat with all this, every proper and ne- 
cessary precaution has been taken to care 
for any cases of fever or suspicious cases 
that might comé into the city. There is 
always a slight possibility that yellow fever 
may show in a person who comes from a 
stricken town, but there js absolutely no 
danger of a spread. inspector Veal has 
everything ready to handle a_ suspicious 
case. ‘Nhe quarantine ambulance will be 


sent for and the party taken out to the 


quarantine station where there is room for 
six patients. ‘Fhe baggage of the person 
suspected will be fumigated as a precan- 
tiohury measure, and nothing will be left 
undone to allay the fears of the more 
timid, although not the least danger would 
exist. 

Phe Board of Health Meeting Yesterday. 

As soon as the board of health was called 
to order yesterday afternoon Mayor Good- 
win arose aud asked that some statement 
of the condition of the people found on 
board the cars be made. Inspector Veal 
stated that they were all healthy but hun- 
gry, and very little excitement appeared to 
exist among them. 

“In answer to Mayor Goodwin’s question,” 
said Vr. McRae, **l would like to say that 
the conditions fayorable to yellow fever do 
not exist in Atlanta; our climate in itseif 
precludes the disease. It may develop here 
in people coming from the afflicted towns, 
but it would never go further than those 
peopie. JI believe that we should open our 
doors, and 1 feel that there is practically 
no danger. I believe that the policy of 
ISSS should be carried out. The people 
over the country feel just as I do—that 
Atlanta is proof against the yellow fever.” 

“I don't believe that a case of yellow 
fever can start in Atlanta,” said Dr. 
Avary. 

“Yellow fever,.”” said Dr. MeRae, “is a 
specitic infectious disease that does not 
originate in the United States-—it has to 
be brought over from Cubaor Havana in 
svlue article or by some one, and then the 
conditions are favorable in such places as 
Savannah and Bruuswick, and the disease 
spreads. 1 may be wrong, but 1 would let 
wy wife nurse a relative of hers that had 
yellow fever.” . 

“We are prepared to take care of six 
sick people,’ said Inspector Veal. “The 
house at the quarantine station has four 
rooms and six cots. 
to watch the place and attend to it. We 
have an ambulance that can be brought 
out when needed. J] have a list of all 
those who arrived today and will furnish a 
@py to Dr. Itennedy tomorrow.” 

“These names will assist Dr. Kennedy,” 
Observed Dr. McRae. “He will be able to 
tell then how Jong a person has been in 
Atianta. The certificates are issued on 
application and upon them is placed the 
date of the traveler's arrival in Atlanta, 
and a description of the party. The list 
secured by the inspector gives the place 
Where cach person intends stopping; a 
umber ure going on through to the world’s 
fair.” 

The board then adjourned subjeet to a 
call from the president.

A Talk with Captain Kay. 

Captain W. E. Kay, of the firm of Good- 
year & Kay, the well known attorneys of 
Brunswick, reached Atlanta with the re 
fugees from that place yesterday, coming 
in a Brunswick and Western private car, 
and bringing his family and eervants with 
him. They have rented for a few months 
the house of Mr. W. F. Plane aifd moved 
into their new quarters yesterday. 

“The fever scare is of course very great- 
ly to be deplored,” said Captain Kay, on 
being asked about the situation yesterday, 
“but we eurnestly hope that there will be 
no epidemic. We feel very contidetit that 
there will not be, but when Mayor Lamb, 
tou be on the safe side, issued his procluma- 
tion urgitig the people to leave the city, a 
ereat many of them did not hesitate to 
act on it.’’ 

In speaking of the quarantine regulations, 
in Brunswick Captain Kay said; “I think 
it has been very fortunate indeed that the 
governmeut has taken charge of this mat- 
ter, as it can manifestly control it better 
than if left to local reguietion. This is 
not only true of Brunswick but of every 
other city. The government is in qa better 
positgon to carry out quarantine regulations 
us it is never hag@ered by local dissen- 
tions. It issues its manifesto in accord 
with its rule for safety, and that is an 
end to it. I think the government should 
have full quarantine supervision over all 
cities, and that there was never a better 
illustration of this argument than in the 
case of the cholera trouble in New York 
last year.”’

WORK OF AN ARTIST. 


That Willi Equal the 
Italian Work. 


Some of the handsomest tombstones in 
the south are to be found at Oakland cem- 
etery. 

Here the. visitor may see the softly- 
carved Italian marble of impressive and 
original design, the straight, simple, Yet 
beautiful shaft, or the plain and elegantly 
finished stone just as it comes from the 
trained chisel of the foreign sculptor. 

But there is nothing in all of these va- 
ried designs of the Italian workman that 
excels the work of Mr. George Crouch, 
Atlanta’s master of modeling and carving. 

This is a sweeping declaration, but the 
eye for the beautiful will endorse it fully 
when it views the tombstone that has becb 
erected over the grave of Mrs. William J. 
Kendrick and compares that work with 
other stones that have been imported at 
much greater cost. . | 

The whole design is beautiful. There is 
a slab of Barr marble extending entirely 
vver the graye, the edge of which is cov- 
ered in roses and lilies of the valley, these 
alternating around the slab. Resting upon 
this slab at the head is a base of plain 
Italian marvieg on which is inscribed, 
“Asleep.”” On this is another with an 
ivy vine, appearing to grow from beneath, 
encircling the base. On top of this is the 
die, around the bottom of which are ar- 
tistically carved renaissance leaves. Cov- 
ering the die is a gracefully draped man- 
tle Whose soft folds show the chisel of an 
artist. On this is a bouquet of roses ar- 
rauged with careless and happy effect. 
On the back of the die is a wreath of 
flowers tied at the bottom with a ribbou 
flowing to either side, in the center of 
which is a cross and crown. QOn the left 
of this wreath may be seen cherubs emerg- 
ing from the clouds and dropping rosebuds 
on a piano keyboard below, cut in per 
spective. This is a beautiful conception 
of the artist, as the deceased was a great 
lover of music, as well as having been quite 
a pianist. On the face of the die is carved 
a beautiful scroll, coming out from _ be- 
neath the drapery. on which is inscribed 
the name, birth and death of the deceased. 
All of this is the work of Mr. Crouch, both 
in modeling and carving, and it is a mas 
terpiece, being incomparably ahead of any 
of the Italian models in design, and equal 
to them in workmanship. 

Just across from this is a draped shaft 
monument over the grave of Mrs. Thiba- 
deau. On top of this shaft is a draped 
urn with a wreath of flowers folding across 
to the bottom, The die is an original de- 
sign of the sculptor. The likeness of the 
deceased is cut in full relief, but sunk in 
a niche in the die. There is a bunch of 
roses gracefully arranged on the breast 
and ivy vines encircling the die. The en- 
tire work is that of an artist. The feat- 
ures of the face, the natural arrangement 
of the hair, even so delicate a thing as 
a breastpin, al] shows that an artist’s 
chisel did the work, and an artist’s brain 
modeled the design. This will compare 
favorably With anything that comes from 
across the seas. 

But one of the most successful pieces of 
work that has fet been turned out by this 
splendid sculptor is the monument for the 
grave of Mrs. Louis Wellhouse, wnich is 
still in the exhibit hall of Mr. Crouch. 
The design is one of happy rustic .effect, 
being a pile of rocks, carelessly heaped 
together, with fern l@res growing from 
the crevices. Resting on the top of this 
heap is a bouquet of roses. On the face 
of the die ma scroll with the likeness of 
the deceased carved in bas-relief. This 
work was Tone from a photograph, and 
nothing could more clearly indicate the 
great skill of the artist as the expression 
of the mouth, the nose, the entire outlines 
of the face, even to the most delicate dim- 
ples, together with the arrangement of the 
hair, is life-like and heautiful to the last 
degree. It is one of the many original 
models of this gifted sculptor and one of 
the best. 

Other specimens of his work might be 
mentioned, but these are sufficient to show 
the skill of Mr. Crouch, one of the fines 
sculptors in this country.

PUTTING EM T0 WORK 


Captain Wylie Is Arranging for the Ex- 
tra Help Given Him. 


MR. STOCKDELL’S PLAN A GOOD ONE 


It Will Put Many More Men to Worke 
The Men Will Go to Work This 
Morning and This Noon. 


Harry Stockdell is certainly :howing bim- 
self the friend of the workingmen who is 
out of employment. 

Not satistied with having secured she sp- 
propriation of $5,000 from the city tieus- 
ury with which to put idle men at work 
he has secured the aid and friendsaip of 
quite a number of the moneyed men of the 
city who are willing to augment that fund 
by paying men who want to work out of 
their own pockets. 

And the plan upon which Mr. Stockcell 
is securing this extraordinary sesistance, 
for that is what it may be called, is one 
altogether novel and happy. 

Karly yesterday Mr. Stockdell went to 
his ofliceg and there found a note trom 
one of the leading merchants of the city, 
containing the thanks of the gentlen«n, as 
a citizen of Atlanta, for the good work he 
had done in securing the passage of the 
resolution setting aside the $5,000 for ihe 
work which was to give the unemp!ryed 
an opportunity to fill the mouths of those 
dependent upon them. 

“| think,”’ said the letter, “that you have 
done the poor men of the city sboi.t as 
much good as any man in it since tke 
days of Grady. The poor man must bave 
a chanee to live, and if he can’t at the 
work from the people, he should have it 
from the city, the city he has heip2d1 to 
support so long. Now I know ti'at Atianta 
is not in the best condition to do this work, 
but I realize, too, that there are m«uny 
men in the city who will walk ap ard pay 
their taxes as you suggested just to give 
the men the work they need. I hav> rot 
paid mine yet, but Lh going tu 10 sv to- 
day, and I’m not going to do so to save 
the discount, but to help those who 1m ed 
the work. Besides paying the taxes I ewe 
the city, I’m willing to say to you that I'll 
be one of any number of men who will pay 
one man for six days work at ‘!.e rate of 
$1 a day, when that man comes to me with 
a note from the commissioner of y-ublic 
works stating that he has done six avys 
work. 1 think if this matter was pushed 
that it would give many men in the city 
a showing to do the same thing, for I 
know that there are many men in Ailauta 
who will lrelp the poor that much.” 

The letter opened a new line of thought 
to Mr. Stockdell, and in less than an hour 
he had shown it to a dozen of the leading 
business men of the city, each of whom, 
after reading it remarked: 

‘That's a good idea. Just put me down 
on the game line. Vll do as much. When 
Captain Wylie sends me a man with arte 
that he has waked six days and .ne city 
has not paid him, Vl cash the erder and 
throw it away.” 

More than one of the gentl+men Mr. 
Stockdell approached said they would pay 
two, aud some of them assured three men 
of a week’s work. | 

Mr. Stockdell made a memorandum of the 
names, and when the street committee met 
he was on hand with a new anu l«epLny 
surprise for the members of the committee.

It was a pleasant smile which went 
around the committee room when Mr. 
Stockdell’s plan became known and it was 
adopted without a dissenting voice, and 
then , the committee adjourned, leaving 
ever@hing in the hands of Commissioner 
Wyle. 

Securing the Workers. 

Even while the committee was yet at 
work, clerks in Captain Wylie’s office were 
booking the names of those asking for work. 
The list grew to large proportions and 
was quite bulky when Captain Wylie came 
in to arrange for it. He then sent his 
clerks below to compare the list made for 
applicants with the registration books, The 
first two names were struck because the 
parties were not, by the registration books, 
citizens of Atlanta. The third name was 
accepted, the party being one of Atlanta’s 
best carpenters, and a man who was in 
every way worthy of help. The list was 
shelled thoroughly and quite a aumber of 
applicants were secured. 

But during the day only eight men were 
put to work and they were all negroes and 
Were assigned to Superintendent Langley’s 
gang. 

Late in the evening, however, Captain 
Wylie went over the list and picked the 
first twenty men who will report this morn- 
ing at 6 o’clock to the superintendents, 
which have been designated and will be as- 
signed to work. In addition to the twen- 
ty men, five teamsters have been hired and 
will go to work too this morning at the 
game hour. 

‘We had no trouble in selecting the men,” 
said Captain Wylie last night. “But there 
were not as many to select from as I had 
been induced to think there would be. The 
twenty men who go to work in the morn- 
ing are with a few exceptions men who 
are used to working on the streets, in fact, 
there are very few mechanics among them. 
There may be more though tomorrow.’ We 
pay them $1 a day, and we pay the team- 
ster who brings his own team $2.50 a day. 
At noon tomorrow we will put on twenty 
more and then after that we will add just 
as many as we'can take on with the ap- 
propriation. JI think by the last of the 
week we will have about 200 or more men 
at work. The people of Atlasata have 
shown a disposition to help.them and they 
have shown a willingness to work and it 
looks like they will be given all the work 
they can do.” 

“Will they be required to work with the 
city convicts?” was asked. 

“Not at all,” replied the commissioner 
with a happy smile. “I know that the 
city eonvicts will be kept where they will 
in no way be near the free labor. Then, 
too, I’d like to say that we will do every- 
thing in our power to make the work for 
the men as pleasant as possible. We will 
have water boys ready to serve them with 
fresh water at any minute and do what 
we can to make the task as light as possi- 
ble, but at the same time we shall expect 
the men to do the work for which they 
are paid. 

The street committee will have another 
meeting this morning at which the roll of 
the working force will be revised and the 
location of the work they are doing will be 
ascertained,

Have at Last Found Their Way Into 
Common Pockets. 


THEY GO ‘FOR MONEY EVERYWHERE 


The Firstof Them Was Given Out bys 
Bank Yesterday—All About the Pa- 
pers That Have Been Issued. 


The first little five-dollar certificate from 
the Atlanta clearing house found its way 
into the pockets of the trading public yes- 


terday. 

It was passed over the marble counter 
of one of the best banks of the city, and 
stands for what it is worth, whether it be 


used for debt-paying or cash trade. 

It is as good as the gold or the silver. 
It is real live money. Money with the 
bloom on it, and there will be no such 
thing as turning it down in Atlanta or 
elsewhere, for everybody is glad to know 
that it has found its 4vay from the vaults 


of the banks at last. 
During the day a large amount of these 


certificates were paid out to different per- 


S0DS.¢ 

These certificates will go the rounds 
now, that they are out. 

They will go to the wage-earner every 
Saturday night when the work of the week 
is done. They will go to the capitalist 
when he needs more money than the banks 
can comfortably let him have for the pay- 
ment of his greater obligations. They will 
go to fe black man and the white, to the 
young man and the old, to the poor and 
the rich alike. 

The history of how they came to be 
issued is well known to the Atlanta pub- 
lic. It was not through any fright. ‘Lhe 
banks of Atlanta have stood the tempest 
of hard times far better than the banks 
of any other city in the land. They were 


making no word of complaint. 

But, when the leading trade journals of 
the gorth began to publish reports that 
the banks of the south would not be able 
to furnish enough ready cash to move the 
cotton erop this fall and winter, then it 
was that the citizens of Atlanta identified 
with her growth and her best interests got 
themselves together in a mass meeting 
called by the president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and decided to call upon the 
banks of the city to issue the™ cTearing 
house certificates if it became necessary 
in furnishing the cash demanded to move 
the cotton crop. : : : 

The banks of Atlanta, always ready and 
willing to do all that the people and _ busi- 
ness men of the city demand of them, at 
once took “ateps to meet the call. They 
decided not to issue certificates such as the 
mass meeting asked them to do, not deem- 
ing it necessary just at that time to put in 
general circulation a sort of local cur- 
rency. But they did decide to Issue such 
certificates as could be used by themselves 
in the clearing house in squaring their 
daily settlements. 

These certificates were issued. At the 
came time the bankers deciared their wil- 
lingness to issue other certificates for gen- 
eral use whenever the demand made it 
necessary. The merchants of, the city at 
once began a movement to get the banks 
to take this step. The long list of names 
The Constitution published from day to 
day from the best and most progressive 
business men in the city asking the banks 
to issue these general certificates and 
pledging themselves to use them just as 
readily as the cash money tended to show 
the bankers that the people wanted them 
to issue the paper, and they have met the 
people’s demands. 

When the banks first issued the regular 
settlement clearing house certificates they 
did so to the amount of $90,000. Most 
of the certificates were of a denomination 
ranging from $100 to $500 in value. They 
have within the past day or two, however, 
issued smaller certificates, and it is these 
smaller ones of from $5 to $20 in value 
that are just beginning to find their way 
out into the arterles of trade and com- 
merce. 

The larger ones will continue to be used 
by the banks themselves in their daily 
settlements through the clearing house. 

The banks have not yet gone above the 
limit of issue they at first agreed upon— 
$90,000. They will probably have to in- 
erease the jimit, however, before the cot- 
toh market is at its zenith of activity. 
This depends altogether upon the way 
money begins to come into the banks. 

The Banks Feel It. 

Already the banks feel the benefits aris- 
ing from the certificate plan. 

Captain James English, president of the 
American Trost and Banking Congany, 
was talking about the plan yesterday, and 
said: | 

“Oh, yes, we can observe the good ef- 
fects of this system,-just as any sensible 
man would have’ predicted all the time. 

“You see, there were many little incon- 
veniences about the old system. This 
thing of carrying so much cash about the 
streets by young men belonging to the 
banks just to pay what one bank owed 
another through the clearing house was a 
troublesome system. It tas bothersome 
to the bank men who Sad to carry it, and 


it was bothersome to the banks because 
the scarcity of cash in the commercial 
world made them -need all this spare cash 
that had to be taken out every day to 
square these accounts with the other banks. 
These certificates take the place of that 
cash and the Sauks go along with the cash 
they once had to dish out every day to 
square these deals with the clearing house. 
Oh, it is very easy to see that the benefits 
of the change would be readily felt among 
the banks. 

“And the passing of the smaller certiti- 
cates out to the public generally will bring 
even greater relief for the banks and the 
people generally. It will be a sort of 
money—I say a sort of money because 
nobody will be forced to take it for the 
payment of debts or in trade and they can 
be forced to take money, Other than this 
the certificates wij] perform every function 
and be just as good as money. We will 
not give them to any depositor who wants 
the money, but those who do take them 
will find them just as good as money. ‘I'he 
entire banking capital of the city is behind 
them and they are as sound as the dollar 
that has the goddess on one side and the 
eagle on the other. No difference in the 
wide, wide world.” 

The certificates are things of beauty. 
They were printed by Syl Lester, the well- 
known job printer. They are as crisp 
as the new notes that the congressmen 
get from the government at Washington 
in payment of their salaries at the end of 
the month. @hey are beauties bright. 
Mr. Lester has for twenty years been re- 
garded as one of the most expert job prin- 
ters im_the south. The printing of these 
certificates has been pronounced a marvel 
of typographic art by expert judges. The 
man who sends away for printing, in the 
face of such work as Mr. Lester- shows can 


be done in Atlanta, is not true to his own 
interests.

fhe Cotton Crop Maturing Satisfactorily. 
» ThbeiCorn and Other Crops Prom- 
ise Good Returns, 


* 

The regular weekly report, issued by 
Forecast Official Park Morrill, is encour- 
aging in its views of the general! situation. 

The report is as follows: 

The past week has been dry in northwest 
Georgia with hot days and coo] nights, 
Late corn and recently planted turnips 
would be benefited by rain. The dry 
weather has, however, given a good oppor- 
funity for fodder pulling and haying. 
Taken as a whole, the corn crop will be 
a good average. Cotton has not made any 
marked improvement this week, although it 
is generally reported as fruiting well and 
rapidly. An occasional report is received 
of its rusting, especially in low places, and 
there is some shedding. Upland cotton is 
particularly small. Other crops are ad- 
yancing to maturity with general promise 
of fair yields. Potatoes, both Irish and 
sweet, Sorghum and peas are in excellent 
eondition. I ruit continues to drop off and 
the results from orchards will be unsatis- 
factory. (jood stands of turnips have been 
secured. The preparation of land for oats 
bas been begun. 

In the north section there has been a 
slight deficiency in rainfall during the past 
week. ‘This deficiency, accompanied bya 
high temperature, has injured turnips and 
sweet potatoes. Cotton under the influ- 
ence of a hot sun, has grown rapidly, is 
fruiting well, and in some places is open- 
ing. Reports received indicate that there 
will be an average yield of this staple. 
Fodder pulling has been almost finished in 
some localities, while in others but little 
progress has been made. Corn is growing 
nicely and will soon mature. Peas give 
promise of an excellent yield. Melons have 
not all matured but are growing finely. 
Tobacco is in excellent condition, while 
sorghum is good. : 

Cotton continues to do fairly well in the 
northwestern counties. It is beginning to 
open. Rust is still reported in some dis- 
tricts, but not to an alarming extent. Neaf® 
ly all the fodder on early corn has been 
pulied and saved. The weather of the past 
week has been excellent for pulling fodder, 
as there has been very little rain at any 
place. Late planted corn is growing finely. 
Turnips are coming up nicely. ‘The potato 
crop is good. Peaches are being picked and 
canned, and the yield appears fully 50 
per cent short. The weather of the past 
week in this section was generally favor- 
able to the growth of all crops, being most- 
ly fair and ‘seasonably warm. ‘The sun 
was hot on some days, but the nights were 
coo). Rain is now generally needed for 
cotton, late corn, potatoes and turnips. 

The weather conditions during the past 
week have been generally favorable for 
the planter of western Georgia. There has 
been only an average amount of rainfall, 
but the excessive moisture of the preceding 
weeks has caused considerable rust In cot- 
ton and some shedding. The early planted 
crop is being picked and the indications 
are that the crop will be short. In some 
localities the planters are using poison on 
their bottom lands to kill worms, which 
have been doing some damage. Fodder 
pulling is in progress and in many places 
is almost finished. Owing to the wet 
weather of past weeks the fodder 1s poor 
in quality. A great many turnips are still 
being sown an’ a large crop may be ex- 
pected. Potatoes are growing bicely. 
Peaches are abowt all. gone, having rotted 
and fallen off the . The pea crop will 
be late this year “and melons have, in 
many places, been a failure. 

The picking of cotton is under full head- 
way in some of the counties of central 
Georgia. Several bales have already been 
marketed. The susceptibility of cotton to 
weather causes many diverse reports. In 
a few localities, where it has been too wet, 
it is in a bad plight, rusting, dropping 
squares and troubled by boll worms, but 
in the greater portion of this section of 
the state the weather has been favorable, 
not too wet, and in consequence the crop 
is in very good, if not flourishing condi- 
tion. By the 1st of September it 1s 
thought that the greater portion of the 
cotton crop all through central Georgia 
will be open. Corn is only tolerably fair 
this year. 
is considerably short of an average yield. 
Peas and potatoes have done excellently. 
Cane, except in a few places, appears to 
be in a very good condition Little rain, 
hot days and cool nights have generally 
characterized the past week’s weather in 
this section and has been quite favorable 
to the crops. Rain is now needed in most 
localities. 

In eastern Georgia the past seven days 
have been favorable to crops for the most 
part, although the rain has been somewhat 
‘spotted,” and in some places there is need 
of moisture. There continues to be some 
complaint of shedding of cotton and a good 
deal of rust has appeared, causing a pre 
mature opening of bolls. In a few fields 
worms are also at work, but happily this 
is not a general evil. The common opin- 
ion is that the cotton erop will be light, 
and especially the sea island variety. The 
top erop promises to be a failure from ef- 
fects of rust. Fodder pulling is practically 
finished in this section and a good amount 
bas been saved in fair condition. Corn 
has made great improvement in the past 
month and at least an average crop will 
be secured. Hogs are thriving and no 
cholera is reported among them. Turnips 
which have been sown are slow in» coming 
up \in those localities where rain has been 
deficient. Potatoes and sugar cane are in 
prouttskig condition. Fruit has proved 
nearly a failure this year. 

The weather has been hot in the south- 
west section and there were several] show- 
ers early in the week. Cotton hag opened 
rapidly and picking is everywheré in prog- 
ress. In a few localities there is complaint 
of the bolls rotting. Rust is general through- 
out the section and occasional complaint 
is made of éaterpifars and shedding. 
Everything points to a short crop. The 
general condition of corn, cane and pota- 
toes is excellent. Nearly all fodder has 
been gathered. From Mitchell county 
come reports of the prevalence of hog 
cholera. 

From the south section come reports in- 
dicative of an excess of moisture and a 
rather unfavorable condition of the cotton 
crop. This staple has rusted some and 
correspondents complain of shedding. Pick- 
ing is being ptished forward but much de- 
lay has been caused by frequent showers. 
Fruit and melons have about all been gath- 
ered and shipped to the markets. Corn is 
growing rapidly and will soon be ready for 
harvesting. Peas, potatoes and all garden 
truck are in flourishing condition. 

In southeastern Georgia there has been 


~ too much rain for most crons, and they are 
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almost at a standstill. Rice is the only 
exception. This crop continues to grow 
finely. Not a single report has been re 


© ceived from any locality but what states

Yesterday afternoon he was in one of his 
ugliest moods and he bad a fight with Will 
Gresham in Tolbert’s alley, and the latter 
got much the worst of it. 

Coleman struck Gresham on the head 
with a heavy stick and the injured negro 
had to be @nt to the hospital for repairs. 
Patrolman Grant arrested Coleman, but 
he resisted, as usual, and had to be cluhbeg 
into submission. The wound Gresham 
received is not regarded as dangerous. 

Seven Cases of Burglary—One Negro. 


Will Goldsmith was arrested on a slight 
thread of suspicion which Detectives Etb- 
ridge and Bedford thought might lead to 
the solution of a burglary. Since Goldsmith 
has been arrested the detectives have been 
investigating his career and _ yesterday 
they found the seventh case of burglary 
of which he was guilty.

Inside a man’s 
voice could be heard talking in a very 
angry tone, and a@ Woman's pleading voice. 

“Don’t go in there; you'll get shot,” the 
crowd warned Burke, but the sound of 
the trouble inside and what the negro had 
told him convinced him that something 
was wrong and he ran in, finding a lady 
in tears pleading with her husband, who 
had been drinking and was in an exceed- 
ingly angry mood. 

“You know I leve you,” Burke says the 
Weeping woman was saying, “but yet you 
want to kill me.” 

As Burke entered, the man, who was 
J. H. Davis, a mechanic, arose and faced 
him in ap aggressive air. 

“Did you do this shooting?’ Burke de- 
manded. 

“T did,” said Davis. 
got t6 do with it?’ 

Burke grabbed Davis and demanded his 
pistol. Davis hung back and refused to 
go. The patrolman dragged him to the 
door by main force. He was: immediately 
searched, but no pistol could be found. 
Mrs. Davis was too much excited to give 
the officer any definite account of the af- 
fair, and said that she did not know what 
he -had done with the pistol. 

Davis refused to accompany the officer, 
and with a dogged determination held his 
ground, declaring that he could not be 
taken away. Alone Burke found that he 
could not manage his prisoner and he sum- 
moned several citizens to his assistance.
